A'exander C. James, one of Raius- 


btug's most respected citizens, died at 
bis home on Friday, January 10, aged 
seventy-nine years, six months and 
twenty-two days. He had been in poor 
health for the last year or more, but 
was able to walk about the premises 
mcst of the time. He became sudden- 
ly ill Wednesday evening and after an 
illness of a liitle less than two day 
passed awsy. The James family was 
c,ne of the first to settle in Friend's 
Cove. 
They originally came from 


Wales and settled in Delaware. The 
grandfather of Mr. James came from 
Dalaware to Friend's Cove when he 
was about twelve years old. 
Later in 


life he bscana»-the- -own*r_of_quUB_a, 
lot of land in the upper part of the 
Cove. 
Among his children was the 


Hon. Gzorge A. Jamee, who served as 
county commissioner and was also a 
member of the legislature for two 
terms. 
The subject of this sketch 


was a son of Hon. George A and Sarah 
James and was born on the old home 
place, about one aid one-half miles 
west of Rainsbmjr, now owned by 
John H. James. 
Some time in his 


early boyhood his parents moved to 
Rainsburg, into the house in which he 
died. He was married to Ann Mar- 
garet Gump on Mfy 24, 1853.

TRIED BY HIS CHURCH. 


The Parson Presides as Jndge and the 


Elders and Deacons Act as Jnrors- 


Keport of tne Proceedings. 


The conversations between Csesar 


and Pompey having been laid before 
the public by THE GAZETTE, there fol- 
lowed a stir among the colored people. 
It was felt by them that neither of 
these worthies had shown sufficient 
consideration and respect for their 
white fellow citizens. 
And some of 


the members of the church to which 
Pompey belonged believed it to be their 
duty, however sad, to have him brought 
before the tribunal of his church, to 
have his conduct investigated, and if 
found guilty to have some penalty 
exacted. 


The parson did not think the church 


a fit place for such a purpose, and so, 
with his deacons and elders, decided 
that the trial should take place in a 
hall, situated near the church, before 
the regular officers of the church, the 
parson to act as judge. Pompey was 
summoned to appear, and on the ap- 
pointed day the hall was well filled 
with curious and sad listeners. The 
appointed judge took his seat on the 
platform within a rail specially pro- 
vided, with the officers on his right to 
act as a jury. 


At a word from the president, the 


aexton, who acted as sheriff, summon- 
ed the accused to appear and Pompey 
came forward and was given a chair 
situated just in front of the presiding 
officer. 
The following proceedings 


«ere then had. The president arose, 
ind thus addressed the assembled aud- 
ience : 


Brethren and Sisters: We has met

munity, If convicted of this aeeusa 
lion it resolves on this body now sit 
tug, not as a church but as a judicia 
•ribunal, to fix a penalty applicable to 
he case. It is my humble part to plaj 
the role of presidm judge.

WASHINGTON, January 14 —The per- 


fect discipline which prevails among 
the Republicans in congress and the 
ease with which a few leaders control 
the msjsrity was well demonstrated 
on last Thursday when the house of 
representatives passed the Hepburn 
bill by a vote of 308 to 2. That the in- 
dividuality ol members is destroyed 
and the wishes of certain constituents 
sacrificed are of little moment to the 
party leaders compared with what 
they choose to consider the party good. 
One Republican voted against the Hep- 
burn bill, Loren Fletcher, of Minnesota. 
When seen by your correspondent he 
stated that numerous members of his 
party had come to him after the vote 
and expressed the wish'that they had 
dared vote as he bad done, but the fear 
of the party lash doubtless prevented 
them from doing so. 
Mr. Fletcher 


gives as his reason for voting against 
the measure the fact that he has had 
eight years' experience as a member 
of the committee before which the 
pros and cons of the isthmian canal 
have been discussed and he believes 
that the enterprise is fraught with 
many dangers and that the estimates 
on the Niearaguan route, at least, are 
far too low. Mr. Fletcher admitted 
that he might have voted for a canal 
along the Panama route, but he is by 
no means enthusiastic for a canal 
ilong any route. He further believes 
that the advantages from such a canal 
are greatly overestimated, As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Republican leaders re- 
garded any debate or decision by the 
house a mere waste of time and it is in 
the senate that the subject will be dis- 
cussed and a definite plan of action de- 
termined upon. 


Admiral Walker has made public a 


statement in which he says that he has 
received from the headquarters of the 
Panama Canal company in Paris a 
cablegram confirming the offer of 
their representative in Washington, of 
all the property of the company for 
the flat price of $40,000,000. 
The ad- 


miral states that he will call a meet- 
ing of the commission at the earliest 
practicable date to consider the propo- 
sition and make a supplementary re- 
port to the president. This report 
will be forwarded to congress and it 
is unlikely that any definite action 
will be taken by the senate until after 
it is received.

Official announcement has been made 


of the board of trustees of the Car- 
negie Institution, which has been 
incorporated under the 810,000,000 gift 
of Andrew Carnegie. The only indi- 
cation as to the form of the gift is that 
it will be in "5 per cent, bonds." This 
is referred to in a single sentence as 
follows: 


"It is tie purpose of Mr. Carnegie to 


transfer 310,000,000 in 5 per cent, 
bonds to the board of trustees for the 
purposes above mentioned."

Why does a man sometimes become 


violently Insane, often a dangerous, 
raving lunalic? 


Such questions as these have puzzled 


our immediate fathers, who have hard- 
ly ever satisfactorily explained them 
away or indeed thrown much reliable 
light upon them. The human brain Is 
composed of cells, and each cell is a- 
simple bit of nerve substance, from 
one end of which, like an octopus, 
spi-ing a number of tentacles, while 
from another part arises an arm dif- 
ferent from them and of great length.

WHY THE BOIL'EfVBURSTS; 


Scientific Explanation of Some Phe- 


nomena of the Kitchen* 


When you hear the kitchen boiler 


tracking, there is no cause for alarm. 
There is a prevailing impression that 
the cracking is produced IJy steam and 
that there is therefore an increased 
pressure on the boiler at such times. 
But this is an error. If the boiler is in 
good condition, with the water turned 
ta as usual so that the boiler is kept 
filled, the only pressure that it is sub- 
jected to is the same as that in the 
water pipes, from which of course 
there never is the- slightest danger. 
.And this is true no matter how hot the 
water in the boiler may be. 
• The reason is very simple. As long 
as the boiler Is kept full of water there 
is no room for steam. If you open the 
hot water cock, the water pours out, 
and steam rises from it, because it then 
has a chance to escape into the air. In 
ether words, evaporation takes place. 
But as the hot water pours out water 
from the pipes rushes in to take Its 
place, and thus the boiler is kept full. 


The cracking noise referred to is 


oeard when the water Is unusually hot 
end is nothing but the expansion of the 
boiler under the influence of that heat 
It is In no degree an indication of dan- 
ger unless indeed the boiler is worn out 
or defective, which is a matter entirely 
outside of what we are now consider- 
ing. 


When a kitchen boiler explodes, it is 


generally because a b're has been kin- 
dled in the range while the boiler was 
empty. 
It happens sometimes when 


people come back to town after spend- 
ing the summer away. The fire heats 
the boiler, of course, and when the wa- 
ter is turned on it is converted sudden- 
ly and violently into steam, and the 
boiler cannot stand the enormous pres- 
sure. 
Fortunately few persons are 


thoughtless enough or silly enough to 
build n fire before opening the cocks 
connecting the boiler with the water 
pipes.—Chicago Chronicle.

TAR AND FEATHERS. 


How It Feeis to Wear a Coat of This 


Fearful .Mixture. 


People who read of twins: and feath- 


ering know that the punishment is a 
very unpleasant one. but few imagine 
how terribly painful and dangerous it 
is. In Wyoming I once saw a man who 
had been tarred and feathered, and, al- 
though he fully deserved the discipline, 
I could not help pitying him. Hard- 
ened tar is very hard to remove from 
the skin, and when feathers are added 
It forms a kind of cement that sticks 
closer than a brother. As soon as the 
tar sets the victim's suffering begins 
It contracts as it cools, and every one 
of the little veins on the body is pulled, 
causing the most exquisite agony. The 
perspiration is entirely stopped, and 
unless the tar is removed death is cer- 
tain to ensue. 


But the removal is no easy task and 


requires several days. The tar cannot 
be softened by the application of heat 
and must be poeled of! bit by bit, 
sweet oil being used to make the proc- 
ess less painful. The irritation to the 
ekin is very great, as the hairs cannut 
be disengaged, but must be pulled oxit 
or cut off. No man can be cleaned of 
tar in a single day, as the pain of the 
operation would be too excruciating 
for endurance, and until this is done he 
has 1.0 suffer from a pain like that of 
ten thousand pin pricks. Numbers of 
men have died under the torture, and 
none who have gone through it regard 
tar and feathering as anything but a 
most fearful Infliction.—Exchange.

age battery, which effectually guards 
against such accident.

The same is true 
of thin plates. 


The type of magnets used in mos 


American works has a lifting capac 
ity of five tons. It makes a strange 
nervous to see them at work, and he 
generally docs not need to be reminded 
that unless his life is insured at it; 
full value he would do well to stan< 
from under.

and in wrong places.— New York 
Times.

The term "legal fillings," says a 


writer In Stray Stories, Is applied to 
well bound volumes that contain noth- 
ng but an odd assortment of worth- 
ess price lists, old reports and some- 
times cut newspaper pages. The cov- 
rs are handsome, but tbe pages are 
merely so much waste paper. 


The volumes are sold to young sollc- 
tors who wish to impress their clients 
by a formidable looking library, and, 
as they have a studied legal appear- 
ance, they have their effect upon the 
visitor. 


A cheaper line of these "books," 


made of blocks of wood covered with 
cloth or calf, handsomely tooled and 
bearing a title in gold, can be bought 
at prices varying from $2.50 to $4 per 
dozen. 


One secondhand bookseller In Lon- 


don has made a small fortune by hav- 
ng old books of all kinds that might 
be worth about a penny or twopence 
apiece rebound in handsome style. He 
has a title printed In gold on the back, 
ndicating that the book is some learn- 
ed work upon medicine or chemistry.

In which men of humble station, of all 
colors and faiths, have shown the finest 
quality of heroism, and there have been 
those In which the common sailors, all 
whites and Europeans, have earned 
eternal disgrace by their cowardice. 
The point we are making is not that It 
Is possible to draw a hard and fast line 
between one religion and another or 
one race and another in the matter of 
bravery, but that the affirmative sense 
of responsibility for one's own acts, of 
the difference between right and wrong, 
between nobility and ignominy and of 
the grandeur of duty well done at the 
sacrifice of self, is a far surer depend- 
ence in the presence of sudden peril 
than all the stoical philosophers ever 
worked out by the mind of man.— 
Washington Post

In Great Britain, Belgium 
and Holland you get the Greenwich 
time. One hour before Greenwich time 
rule.; in Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Denmark. Italy, Sweden, Norway and 
Switzerland. 


Two hours ahead of Greenwich is 


adopted in Bulgaria, lioumania and 
Turkey in Europe. Eight hours ahead 
of Greenwich applies iu the Philip- 
pines. 
Nine hours before the Gieeu- 


wich time is used in Australia. 


Ten hours .ihead of Greenwich is offi- 


cial in Victoria, Queensland and Tas- 
mania. The United States, Canada and 
Mexico have adopted (he fifth, seventh 
and eighth hours after. 


So it is around the earth—every tick 


of every clock regulated by Greenwich 
time.—New York Herald.

Its pungent taste if- 
caused by an essential oil. This oil 
can, like fruit flavors, be exactly Imi- 
tated by the chemists. Both as a table 
condiment and as a medicine mustard 
has been known from a very remote 
period. 


As now found In our grocery stores 


this spice consists of white and black 
mustard seeds, mixed and ground fine. 
The white mustard keeps better than 
the black variety' and is not so bitter. 
A good deal of the mustard sold is 
adulterated, sometimes with wheat 
flour, but more often with tumerlc, the 
pulverized root of a common East In- 
dian plant.
